The good people, however, who enter- 
tained these opinions, bad yet to learn with 
whom it was they had to deal. Temper- 
ate, at first, in spite of provocation; patient 
at last, under reiterated entreaty, though 
perfectly. unmoved by it—there was con- 
ciliation—and a coffin—in every sentence 
that the legate addressed to Altieri’s media- 
tors. The ‘long impusity’ which was 
urged as having encouraged the commis 
sion of similar crimes—rendered a ‘proof’ 
the more imperative that ‘such impunity wae 
at en end.’ The ‘‘rank of the. pffeader,’ 
would show that the example was eo im~- 
partial one; and therefore, it wedibiantete 
with increased effect. Affable, but per- 
fectly inflexible—speaking no daggers, 
however determined to use them—when 
one half the influence of Revenoadpade 
common cause in Altieri’s favor, the mere 
wnowearied attention with which Sansovino 
heard their importunity carried im it ex- 
tinction of all hope. He explained the 
necessity—regretted—but Carlo Altieri 
must die.
